AT WAR: Ordered to Interview 

At War is an excellent puwer metal band from Virginia Beach, 
Virginia. Their first album, ’’Ordered to Kill," has been out for 
a couple of months and I recommend I 
that you pick up a copy. This inter¬ 
view is a couple of months old and 
is done with Shawn Helsel, their 
lead guitarist. 

MC• How long has At War been around? 

Shawn: Abaut three years the way it 
is now. Before the demo, we briefly 
had a singer and another guitarist. 

MC: Who is in tue band? 

Shawn: The lineup is Raul Arnold, 
bass and vocals; myself on guitar 
and Dave Stone on drums. 

MC: What are your influences? 

Stiawn: Rretty much the standards,
